Broome  looks  toward  successful  season 


A  better  overall  league  awaits  the  first  appearance  of  the 
1996  edition  of  the  Wolfpack,  according  to  Phil  Broome,  head 
coach. 

Broome  cites  coaching  changes  at  several  community 
colleges  as  the  reason  that  his  team  will  face  some  tough 
competition. 

However,  Broome  looks  at  what  made  the  team  successful 
last  year  as  a  foundation  for  success  this  year. 

"One  thing  that  made  us  successful  is  that  we  didn't  have 
a  lot  of  solo  stars,"  he  remembered.  "We  had  a  bunch  of  stars 
who  were  team  players." 

He  also  noted  that  they  did  so  well,  8-2  on  the  season, 
because  the  team  played  hard  every  single  down  from  August 
through  November.  He  plans  to  motivate  them  to  do  the  same 
this  year. 

"We  make  them  play  over  their  heads,"  Broome  said. 
"This  is  another  key  to  our  success." 

Returning  to  the  team  this  year  are  a  number  of  the  1995 
squad  who  helped  to  make  it  a  winning  team. 

All-state  defensive  ends  Tony  Bryant  and  Preston  Vinson 
will  be  back  to  see  that  the  other  team's  offense  has  problems. 

Other  key  defensive  players  returning  include  Tim  Jackson, 
defensive  back;  Garth  Henry,  defensive  tackle;  Craig  Moore, 
defensive  tackle;  Edward  Middleton,  defensive  back. 

Returning  on  the  offense  are  Brian  Webb,  wing  back; 
Larry  Showers,  linebacker;  O.  J.  Bostic,  offensive  lineman; 
Chase  Westbrook,  linebacker;  and  Ronnell  McDaniel,  running 
back. 

Up  for  grabs  is  the  quarterback  position.  Tim  Hogue,  a 
freshmanfrom  North  Carolina,  and  Chad  Grayson,  afreshman 
from  Magee,  will  vie  for  the  job.  According  to  Broome  both  are 
talented  players  with  a  lot  to  offer  Co-Lin. 


Broome  would  not  commit  to  saying  who  their  toughest 
opponents  would  be.  He  restated  the  fact  that  the  league  is 
better  overall  and  the  tale  would  be  told  on  the  field. 

But,  Broome  also  is  quick  to  point  out  that  academics 
plays  a  big  part  in  what  the  team  focuses  on. 

"You  can't  just  say  winning  and  losing  are  important," 


Broome  said.  "After  it's  all  said  and  done,  what  have  you  gotV" 

That's  why  Broome  says  a  focus  on  education  is  so 
important.  At  the  first  meeting  we  talk  about  education,  study 
hall,  class  attendance  and  otherareas concerning  academics. 

"You've  got  to  look  at  it  realistically,"  Broome  said.  "They're 
here  for  an  education." 

Players  also  discuss  how  their  actions  affect  them  on 
campus.  How  to  act  like  a  gentleman  is  just  as  important  as 
how  to  act  like  a  winning  football  team. 

Broome,  a  classroom  science  instructor,  has  a  personal 
philosophy  of  teaching  which  he  shared. 

"My  main  concern  is  to  develop  a  person  academically, 
spiritually,  emotionally  and  with  character,"  says  Broome  in 
his  philosophy  statement. 

"I  firmly  beleive  that  developing  a  person  whether  in  the 
classroom  or  on  the  football  field  can  be  directly  attributed  to 
expectations." 

These  expectations  will  be  high  on  the  field  this  year  for 
the  Wolfpack.  But,  as  Broome  says,  "I  tell  my  players  that 
since  my  expectations  and  the  demands  I  place  on  them  are 
so  high  that  I  will  take  care  of  them." 

As  Broome  fulfills  that  promise  to  his  players,  the  season 
looks  for  its  results.

GARLAND  "POSSUM"  BROWN 

A  1948  graduate  of  Copiah-Lincoln  Community  College,  Garland 
"Possum"  Brown  was  a  member  of  the  1948  and  1949  back-to-back  state 

"''rnvsmmMMmmmmmmmmmmmmmmmmmmm,      basketball  champions. 

Brown  had  a  35-year 
long  career  with  the  Missis- 
sippi Forestry  Commission 
where  he  retired  on  January 
31,  1989  Brown  taught  and 
coached  in  the  Hazlehurst 
Public  Schools  for  four  years 
before  joining  the  Forestry 
Commission  in  1954  as  an 
area  forester  in  Copiah 
County 

Later  he  worked  in 
Claiborne  County  for  six  years, 
and  then  was  promoted  to 
assistant  forester  in  Brook- 
haven  which  was  eventually 
reduced  from  15  Southwest 
Mississippi  counties  to  12. 

After  Co-Lin  Brown 
graduated  from  Mississippi 
State  University  in  1 950  where 
he  played  some  for  the 
Bulldogs  but  quit  to  devote  more  time  to  his  academics.  He  received  a  B.S. 
degree  in  agriculture  and  forestry  education.  Additionally  Brown  did  graduate 
work  at  Louisiana  State  University  and  Mississippi  College. 

Brown  has  been  active  in  his  community  over  the  years,  having  served 
as  chairman  of  the  Lincoln  County  Forestry  Committee  for  the  Farm  Bureau 
Federation,  and  later  as  state  chairman  of  the  Mississippi  Farm  Bureau 
Forestry  Commission.  He  also  served  on  the  American  Board  for  Farm 
Bureau  Federation  for  a  two-year  term. 

Brown  was  a  member  of  the  board  of  directors  for  Lincoln  County  Farm 
Bureau  for  25  years,  and  was  a  veteran  of  World  War  II  where  he  served  in 
the  Navy  in  the  South  Pacific. 

A  native  of  Norfield  in  Lincoln  County,  he  was  the  son  of  the  late  Perl 
and  Lena  Sasser  Brown. 

He  and  his  wife,  the  former  Corine  Wallace  Brown,  are  parents  of  two 
sons,  Joe  Brown  and  Perry  Brown.  A  brother,  Robert  "Bobby"  Brown  also 
played  on  the  Co-Lin  championship  team. 

He  earned  his  nickname  "Possum"  because  he  never  lost  his  smile, 
news  articles  reveal. 

After  retirement  he  and  his  wife  moved  back  to  his  boyhood  home  at 
Bogue  Chitto  where  part  of  the  house  was  built  in  1890. 

The  Browns  are  active  members  of  their  local  Baptist  Church  where  he 
has  been  a  long-time  deacon,  choir  member,  Sunday  School  driector  and 
teacher,  Royal  Ambassadors  leader,  and  youth  director. 

the  late  FREDRIC  JAMES  DICKEY 

The  late  F.J .  Dickey  was  a  member  of  the  1 935- 1 936  and  1 936- 1 937 
basketball  and  football  teams  at  Co-Lin. 

At  Co-  Lin  he  was  captain  of  the  1 936- 1 937  football  team  where  he  was 
named  All  State  tackle  that  year.  He  also  was  president  of  the  "W"  Club  and 
active  in  campus  life. 

A  native  of  Lucien  in  Franklin  County,  Mr.  Dickey  continued  his 
education  at  the  University  of  Southern  Mississippi  where  he  played  on  the 
1938  and  1939  of  the  then-State  Teachers  College  football  team. 

The  1938  team  posted  a  7-2  record  and  outscored  their  opponents, 
203-26,  with  a  record  six  shutouts.  The  1939  team  posted  a  4-2-3  record 
with  three  shutouts.  Dickey  played  guard  and  linebacker.  He  was  considered 
to  be  one  of  the  finest  blockers  of  the  era  and  USM  officials  described  him 
as  "steady,  dependable,  and  very  versatile." 

He  was  president  of  the  student  body  while  at  Southern  and  was  a 
student  leader  on  campus,  having  been  elected  Mr.  State  Teachers  College 
(USM)  his  senior  year. 

For  his  efforts  and  talent  he  was  inducted  into  the  USM  Sports  Hall  of 
Fame  on  April  26,  1969. 


His  career  in  Magee  led 
to  his  being  Fire  Chief  for  the 
City  of  Magee,  president  of 
the  Magee  Civic  Club,  later 
the  Chamber  of  Commerce, 
and  presidentof  the  local  Lions 
Club  He  was  active  in  many 
phases  of  community  life, 
including  First  Baptist  Church 
in  Magee. 

He  was  a  veteran  of 
World  War  II,  having  served 
as  a  lieutenant  in  the  United 
States  Navy 

He  and  his  wife  owned 
Horn  and  Dickey  General 
Merchandise,  later  Dickeys, 
in  Magee 

He  was  married  to  the 
former  Mary  Ruth  Horn  of 
Magee ,  and  they  were  parents 
of  two  daughters,  Linda  Dickey 
Montgomery  of  Hattiesburg  and  Sue  Dickey  Honea,  of  Magee  and 
grandparents  of  five. 

the  late  GEORGE  WILLIAM 
GULLEDGE 

The  late  George  William  Gulledge,  Class  of  1940,  was  an  outstanding 
football  and  baseball  player  at  Co-Lin  where  he  was  named  All  State  catcher 
in  baseball 

Known  as  "Popeye"  Gulledge  or  "GW"  to  his  classmates,  he  was  a 
native  of  Downsville,  La.,  and  a  graduate  of  Farmers ville  High  School  where 
he  lettered  in  football  and  boxing. 

After  college  he  moved  to  Natchez  where  he  was  employed  by 
Armstrong  Rubber  Company.  He  temporarily  left  his  employment  at 
Armstrong  to  serve  his  country  in  the  Marine  Corps  during  World  War  II. 
After  the  war  he  and  his  wife,  the  former  Grace  Bannerman,  returned  to 
Natchez  where  he  continued  to  work  for  Armstrong  until  his  retirement  in 
1982  as  plant  superintendent  after  41 -years  of  service. 

He  was  catcher  for  the  Armstrong  Rubber  Company  baseball  team  on 
the  Natchez  Industrial  Baseball  Semi-Pro  League  when  he  first  moved  to 
Natchez.  While  stateside  during  World  War  II  before  going  overseas,  he 
was  catcher  on  a  Marine  baseball  team.  He  often  coached  10-12  year  old 
boys  in  baseball. 

Gulledge  was  a  member  of  the  Duncan  Park  Men's  Golf  Association 
and  a  member  of  NATIPCO  Country  Club,  now  known  as  Belwood  Golf  and 
Country  Club.  During  his  lifetime  he  participated  in  many  tournaments  and 
won  medalist,  champion,  and  first  flight  trophies. 

A  member  and  dedicated  volunteer  at  First  Baptist  Church  in  Natchez, 
he  provided  both  skilled  craftsmanship  and  emotional  support  to  the  church 
and  congregation. 

He  was  an  active  member  of  the  Andrew  Jackson  Lodge  No.  2  Scottish 
Rites  32nd  degree,  Wahabi  Shrine,  and  Order  of  the  Eastern  Star.  He  was 

also  a  member  of  the 
American  Legion,  Herbert  J. 
Remandet  Post  #4. 

Golfing,  fishing,  garden- 
ing, and  woodworking  in  his 
shop  and  being  an  avid  sports 
fan  were  his  favorite  hobbies. 
He  suffered  a  massive 
heart  attack  while  playing  golf 
at  Belwood  Golf  and  Country 
Club  on  August  2,  1990,  and 
died  later  that  day. 

He  and  his  wife,  Grace, 
were  parents  of  three  children, 
George  Lynn  Gulledge  of 
Centreville,  Ga.,  David 
Graceon  Gulledge  of 
Raymond,  and  Alice  F. 
Gulledge  of  Brandon.  Three 
grandchildren  are  I.  Shawn 
Gulledge  of  Centreville,  Ga., 
and  Erika  E.  Gulledge,  and 


Rivers  Gulledge  of  Raymond.  A  great  grandchild  is  Cody  M  Gulledge  of 
Centreville,  Ga

Michael  D.  Jones  of  Clinton,  head  basketball  coach  at  Mississippi 
College  and  a  1973  Co-Lin  graduate,  is  another  selectee 

Jones  has  been  head  coach  at  MC  since  1988  and  was  head 
basketball  coach  at  Co-Lin  from  1 984  to  1 988  He  was  assistant  basketball 
coach  at  the  University  of  Southern  Mississippi  from  1 976  to  1 988  and  was 
graduate  assistant  from  1975-76  at  MC 

He  was  All-State  in  basketball  at  Co-Lin  in  1972  and  1973  and  was  a 
high  school  All-American  He  played  for  the  MC  Choctaws  and  was  All  Gulf 
South  Conference  in  1974  and  1975  He  was  also  All  Western  Division  of 
Gulf  South  in  baseball  in  1974. 

He  graduated  from  Mississippi  College  in  1 975  and  received  a  master 
of  education  from  MC  in  1975  He  completed  additional  graduate  work  in 
athletic  administration  and  coaching  from  USM  in  1976  and  1977 

He  has  been  a  member 
of  the  Mississippi  Association 
of  Coaches  since  1976;  the 
National  Association  of 
Basketball  Coaches  since 
1976;  Mississippi  Junior 
College  Faculty  Association, 
1984-88,  Copiah-Lincoln 
Education  Association,  1984- 
88;  Wesson  Lions  Club,  1 984- 
87;  Mt  Zion  Baptist  Church 
member  1984-88;  Wesson 
Cub Sout leader,  1986  87; and 
presently  a  member  of  First 
Baptist  Church  in  Clinton 

His  athletic  achieve- 
ments are  numerous  including 
his  team  participating  in  the 
National  Junior  College 
Tournaments  in  1986  and 
1988  (finished  seventh  in 
nation;  named  Region  XXIII 
Coach  of  the  Year,  1986  and 
1988;  Mississippi  Junior  College  Coach  of  the  Year,  1988;  Mississippi 
Association  of  Coaches  Coach  of  the  Year,  1987-88;  South  Mississippi 
Junior  College  Champions,  1985  and  1986  and  runners-up  in  1987; 
recruited  8  of  top  12  players  to  University  of  Southern  Mississippi;  National 
Invitational  Tournament  Championship  Team  and  recruited  5  players  to 
USM  who  have  or  are  now  playing  professional  basketball. 

While  at  MC  his  Coctaws  team  won  a  trip  to  the  NIT  in  1981,  were 
nationally-ranked  NCAA  Division  II,  Top  20,  1989-90;  and  nationall  ranked 
in  1991,  1992,  1994  and  1995.  Six  former  MC  players  have  played  pro- 
basketball  in  Europe. 

He  has  been  picked  by  the  Mississippi  Clarion-Ledger  sports  writers 
8  out  of  10  years  as  "Top  in  his  profession- 
He  claims  the  second  longest  winning  streak  in  1991  -92  Division  I  and 
II  of  37  consecutive  home  wins. 

At  Co-Lin  his  teams  won  1 12  and  lost  only  20  games  At  Mississippi 
College  his  record  is  152-67,  with  an  overall  head  coaching  record  of  264- 
88  His  career  winning  average  as  head  coaching  record  of  264-88.  His 
career  winning  average  as  a  head  coach  is  22  wins  per  season  at  a  75 
percent  winning  record. 

At  MC  his  Chocs  won  the  Gulf  South  Conference  Western  Division  in 
1 994  when  he  was  named  Gulf  South  Western  Division  Coach  of  the  Year 
His  1995  team  won  the  Gulf  South  Championship  The  MC  team  is  the  only 
Gulf  South  Conference  team  to  qualify  for  the  conference  tournament  every 
year  since  its  beginning  in  1991.  His  eight  straight  winning  seasons  gives 
the  most  victories  in  the  school  history. 

The  Malvern,  Ark.,  native  is  a  graduate  of  Newhebron  High  School  in 
Lawrence  County. 

He  is  married  to  the  former  Jane  Cooper  of  Monticello  and  they  are 
parents  of  two  children,  Michael  Jr.,  18,  and  Amanda,  1 1 . 

BENNIE  E.  KIMBLE 

Bennie  E.  Kimble,  Class  of  1 955,  lettered  in  basketball,  baseball,  and 
track  at  Co-Lin. 

Since  1969  he  has  been  head  men's  basketball  coach,  tennis  coach, 
and  physical  education  instructor  at  Holmes  Community  College  in  Goodman. 

Previous  to  that  he  was  men's  basketball  coach,  junior  high  football 
coach  and  social  studies  teacher  at  Ferriday  (La.)  High  School  from  1968- 
69;  men's  basketball  coach,  men's  and  women's  tennis  coach  and  driver 
education  and  physical  education  instructor  at  McComb  High  School,  1 963- 
68;  and  men's  and  women's  basketball  and  track  coach,  baseball  coach, 
and  junior  high  mathematics  teacher,  Loyd  Star  High  School  in  Lincoln 
County,  his  alma  mater. 

A  1955  Co-Lin  graduate,  he  holds  a  bachelor  of  science  degree  in 


health,  physical  education  and 
recreation  from  Southeastern 
Louisiana  University  in  Ham- 
mond and  a  master  of  educa- 
tion from  Delta  State  Univer- 
sity. 

He  was  a  member  of  the 
United  States  Army  from 
February,  1958  to  January 
1961,  having  received  basic 
training  at  Fort  Carson,  Colo  , 
training  with  the  Nike  Missile 
Battalion  in  Brandywire,  Md  , 
and  serving  with  the  First 
Missile  Battalion,  B-Battery, 
Sixty-seventh  Artillery  in 
Mannhein,  Germany,  from 
December  1958  through 
January  1961 

At  Co-Lin  he  was  a  two- 
year  starter  in  basketball 
where  he  was  named  All-State 
First  Team  in  1955  and  All-State  Second  Team  in  1954  Kimble  averaged 
23  0  points  per  game  during  the  1954-55  season  and  21.0  points  per  game 
his  freshman  year  He  led  his  Co-Lin  team  to  the  state  tournament  playoffs 
in  1954  He  also  lettered  in  track  and  baseball  at  Co-Lin 

While  at  Southeastern  University,  the  standout  was  a  two-year  starter 
where  he  was  selected  Honorable  Mention  All-American  and  First  Team  All 
Gulf  States  Converence,  both  in  1 957  He  averaged  1 7  8  points  each  game 
during  the  1 957  season  and  was  Gulf  States'  second  leading  scorer,  having 
shot  68  4  percent  from  the  free  throw  line  and  having  shot  more  free  throws 
than  any  other  player  in  the  GSC,  and  shooting  57  6  percent  of  field  goals 
attempted  in  1957. 

His  junior  average  was  16  4  points  per  game  and  he  became  the  first 
Southeastern  player  in  history  to  score  more  than  30  points  in  one  game  and 
one  of  three  in  the  college's  history  to  score  more  than  400  points  in  one 
season  He  was  named  by  area  sports  writers  as  "The  Jump  Shot  Artist ."  He 
also  lettered  in  track  while  at  Southeastern 

While  in  the  United  States  Army,  he  participated  in  track,  softball,  touch 
football  and  basketball  and  he  was  chosen  to  play  in  the  World  Games  He 
averaged  30  points  per  game  while  playing  for  the  Eighty-first  Ordnance 
Battalion  Central  Region  and  he  received  the  Central  Region  Most 
Outstanding  Athlete  Award  of  the  Year  in  1960  He  also  played  basketball 
for  the  First  Missile  B-Battery  Sixty-seventh  Artillery,  the  Eighty-firstOrdnance 
Battalion  and  a  German  National  Team,  he  scored  all  47  points  in  a  game 
lost  to  the  University  of  Heidelberg  by  one  point  He  was  also  named  one  of 
the  top  softball  pitchers  in  the  Central  Region  of  Germany 

At  Holmes  during  his  long,  successful  career,  he  was  named  the  1995 
Coach  of  the  Year  by  both  the  Mississippi  Community/Junior  College 
Athletic  Association  and  the  Mississippi  Association  of  Coaches. 

His  teams  have  won  59  percent  of  games  during  his  25  years  at 
Holmes,  have  won  five  north  division  championships,  and  played  in  the 
state  tournament  seven  times  His  teams  have  qualified  to  play  in  the  region 
tournament  16  of  20  eligible  years 

Kimble  is  a  past  president  of  the  MCJCAA  Basketball  Coaches 
Association,  a  past  director  of  the  NJCAA  Region  23,  and  his  tennis  teams 
have  won  state  championships 

He  was  instrumental  in  developming  the  MCJCAA  All-State  Basketball 
Games,  played  at  Holmes  each  year,  and  in  developing  Region  XXIII  for 
community  and  junior  colleges  in  Mississippi  and  Louisiana.

Ranked  #25  nationally  in  the  final  regular  season  ITA  (Intercollegiate 
Tennis  Association)  coaches  poll,  Co  Lin's  '96  Wolfpack  compiled  a  1 4 
5  dual  match  record,  finishing  fourth  in  the  MACJC  state  /  NJCAA 
Region  23  tournament.  "We  had  four  Mississippi  teams  ranked  in  the 
final  regular  season  ITAA  NATIONAL  TOP  25  for  the  first  time  ever 
It  says  a  lot  about  how  far  Mississippi  community  college  tennis  has 
come  in  the  last  decade  or  so,  "says  veteran  coach  Mike  Mclntyre  The 
'96  'Pack  featured  five  talented  tennis  players  (led  by  New  Orleans 
freshman  Lee  MacAlester,  ranked  as  high  as  #38  in  regular  season  ITA 
national  poll)  and  one  football  kicking  -  specialist  -  turned  -  rookie  tennis 
aspirant  (Pearl  sophomore  Brent  "Kicker  Boy"  Logan) 

Although  MacAlester  entered  the  state  /  regional  tournament  with

player  6-1,6-1  for  a  first  round  team  point  "I  can't  remember  many  other 
team  points  in  the  history  of  the  program  that  were  more  satisfying  than 
Brent's  -  it  was  pure  fun1  We  were  so  proud  of  him  "  Magee  freshman 
Josh  Walker  (brother  to  Clark  Walker  who  played  on  the  nationally 
ranked  '93  state  /  regional  runner-up  squad)  entered  the  tournament 
with  a  13-6  record  as  the  thrid-seeded  #4  singles  player,  chalking  up  a 
second  round  win  before  falling  in  a  semi-final  three-setter  Hobbled  by 
a  mid-season  ankle  injury,  the  'Packs  only  returning  veteran  from  the  '95 
squad  Mike  Bishop  of  Brookhaven  entered  the  tournament  with  a  13-4 
record  and  a  #3  seeding  at  the  #5  position  After  a  second  round

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Lady  Wolves  win  state  championship 

The  1 996  Lady  Wolves  softball  team  won  the  state  tournament  and  finished  in  the  top  three  of  the  Region  XXI II  finals  with 
a  28-2  record  and  placed  seventh  in  the  nation  in  the  national  tournament  in  Tifton,  Ga.,  ending  the  year  with  a  29-4  record. 

The  year  also  marked  the  first  everfora  Co-Lin  playerto  be  named  to  the  First  Team  Ail-American  Softball  Team.  Marianna 
Reeves  of  Summit  was  the  recipient  of  the  national  honor  with  a  batting  average  of  .61 7  and  a  slugging  percentage  of  1 .062. 
Reeves  was  also  named  All  Region  23  in  1995  and  1996. 

In  addition,  Brookhaven's  Leanna  Smith  was  named  a  Distringuished  Academic  All-American  with  a  grade  point  average 
of  3.80.  She  was  All  Region  23  in  1 995,  All  State  in  1 996,  and  was  named  defensive  player  of  the  year  by  making  only  3  errors 
in  36  games. 

Coach  David  Smith  was  voted  Coach  of  the  Year  for  1 996  by  other  MACJC  coaches,  making  it  his  second  time  to  receive 
the  honor,  the  first  in  1994.
